Washington, Jan. 7. — The man 
who uncovered the 
Teapot 
Dome 
scandal exactly two years ago, Sen. 
Thomas J. Walsh, Montana, 
demo­ 
crat, today donned his armor for a 
new investigation into the so-called 
alum inum trust, controlled by Sec­ 
reta ry of the Treasury Mellon. 
Acting as investigator for the sen­ 
ate judiciary committee, Walsh an ­ 
nounced he would summon Atty. Gen. 
J o h n G. Sargent and Assistant Atty. 
Gen. W. J. Donovan th is afternoon 
to tell why no court action has been 
taken against the A luminum Co. of 
America, although the federal trade 
commission recommended anti-trUBt 
proceedings more th a n a year ago. 
Walsh recommends th a t the entire 
committee should sit as did the pub­ 
lic lands committee in the oil inves­ 
tigation so th a t three members may 
constitute a quorum, instead of hav­ 
ing a small sub-committee appoint­ 
ed. 
Walsh made up his mind for his 
new investigation on th e spur of the 
moment. 
He cam e into his office at 
l l A. M. Tuesday and in two hours, 
w ithout revealing his intentions ev­ 
en to his stenographer, wrote 
out 
the resolution authorizing the inves­ 
tigation which w’as adopted by the 
senate yesterday without objection.

excess into sugar, Dr. H. E. B a rn ­ 
ard, president of the American In­ 
stitute of Baking, told the United 
Press today in an exclusive 
in te r­ 
view. 
One of th e leading corn products 
plants of the country, located in the 
middle west now is working day and 
night to produce enough corn sugar 
to supply the demand, but 
is 
still 
several "months 
behind 
its 
orders 
from bakers, Dr. Barnard said. New 
plants will spring up as the demand 
increases and within 25 
years the 
corn surplus problem will be a thin g 
of the past, he predicted. 
Dr. B a rn ­ 
ard, a nationally known food expert, 
was food adm inistrator of Indiana 
under Secretary of Commerce 
Her­ 
bert Hoover. 
Corn sugar already 
established in. much of the baking 
industry, is growing in favor among 
other sugar consumers, Dr. Barnard 
declared. 
President Calvin Coolidge 
pointed the way by 'm ak in g it known 
th a t the W hite House is using a con­ 
signm ent of corn sugar from Iowa. 
One 
b aking 
establishment 
con­ 
sumed 30,000,000 pounds 
of 
corn 
sugar in 1925, he declared. 
The tu r n in g of corn into sugar by 
a recently discovered process 
will 
solve the problem now w orrying ag ­ 
riculturists. 
economists 
and politi­ 
cians, he said. 
“ This new process will give us a 
real m arket for our surplus corn,” I 
Dr. Barnard asserted. 
“ The sugar 
obtained from the corn, while 
not 
quite as sweet as cane sugar is just 
as valuable from a nutritive s ta n d ­ 
point and has a better body for bak ­ 
ing purposes. 
And the beauty of 
the new’ process is that every other 
by-product of corn may be obtained 
and still the sugar may be extracted. 
“ As an instance of w h at 65,000,- 
000 bushels of corn will make, it is 
possible 
to 
obtain 
the 
following 
products: 
1,500,000,000 pounds of corn sy­ 
rup, 
800,000,000 
pounds 
of 
corn 
starch: 125.000,000 pounds of sug­ 
ar: 95,000,000 pounds of corn 
oil; 
450,000 tons of gluten feed; and 45,- 
000 tons of corn oil cake. 
“ The Industry can be built rig ht 
here where the .states of Iowa, Ne­ 
braska, Kansas, Illinois and th e mid­ 
west are the center of the corn in ­ 
dustry. . 
“T h a t would enable the factories 
to get the raw product at the low ­ 
est possible delivery prices. 
Then 
for distribution; the sugar would go 
all over the country but it would go 
at a dom estic price and not at the 
price 
which 
includes 
im portation 
from other countries. 
“Much of the corn starch is used 
in the m anufacturing plants of the 
middle west. 
“ The gluten 'eed would go direct 
to Wisconsin and 
M innesota, 
our 
dairy products centers. And it would 
enable the dairy farmer to get corn 
oil cake, one of the best cattle foods 
at a cheaper price. 
"This would mean a great saving 
to the farmer In the procuring 
of 
feed for his stock and In the price 
of sugar.”

on the charge th a t he had murdered 
young McClintock, as a step to gain 
his fortune. He was found not guil­ 
ty, was frefed from long jail confine­ 
ment and now Is defending the for­ 
tune McClintock left him against the 
attacks of Billy’s 
sw eetheart 
and 
eight cousins. 
The prison 
pallor, 
the 
sunken 
cheeks, the tw itc h in g 
hands 
that 
marked Shepherd d u rin g his trial for 
murder, are now missing. 
Instead 
his face is sturdy, his 
form 
more 
erect and his eyes 
sparkle 
under 
heavy brows. 
Instead of slouching 
in a chair under the eyes of prison 
guards he walks outside th e court 
room doors, smoking cigarets 
and 
chats with friends. 
“ No sir, it Isn’t 
so much 
of 
a 
strain to have a million dollars at 
stake as it is to have your neck the 
prize,’’ he replied to a question. 
“Of course,” he added, “I was in­ 
nocent of th a t 
framed-up 
murder 
charge and I never doubted that, I 
would he acquitted, but

same it’s an awful w orry to have the 
sta te ’s atto rney demand your life. 
“ In a way this is merely a con­ 
tinuation of the other fight,’’ Shep­ 
herd said. 
“The m urder case was 
framed up by my enemies in an ef­ 
fort to deprive me of the money Bil­ 
ly wanted me to enjoy. 
They failed 
in th a t case and now the y’re resort­ 
ing to other tricks." 
The fight against Billy’s will -— 
which left the McClintock estate to 
Mr. and Mrs. Shepherd, except for 
an annual paym ent of 
$3,000 
to 
Isabelle Pope Billy’s sw e e th e a rt— is 
being made by eight distant cousins 
of^the deceased youth who contend 
th at Shepherd used 
“ undue 
influ­ 
ence” in getting Billy to sign the 
will. 
They are supported by Miss 
Pope, who insists th a t 
she 
would 
have married Blly on his death bed 
at his own request had it not been 
for Shepherd’s interference. 
Shepherd, himself a lawyer, drew 
up the will and his name appears 
both as executor and as chief bene­ 
ficiary. 
Because of this the will was 
refused to probate and Shepherd was 
forced into a will contest t h a t may 
take many months. 
Two domestics in the 
Shepherd 
household have testified 
witnessing 
the will. 
Through their assertions 
that it was Billy— and not Shepherd 
— that asked them to affix their sig­ 
natures, Shepherd hopes 
to 
prove 
Billy signed the will of his own free 
will.
